Daughter satisfied death 
row decision will be fair 


Canadian awaits 
word. Family meeting 
with Montana governor 
sparks clemency hope

The daughter of Ronald Smith, 
one of two Canadians on death 
row in the United States, sees a 
small glimmer of hope that her 
father’s life will be spared after 
her family met with Montana’s 
governor earlier this month. 

“I don’t want to get my 
hopes up too high, but at least I 
know whatever decision comes 
down it’s going to be a fair one. 
It’s going to be from (the gov¬ 
ernor’s) heart,” said a te^fril 
Carmen Blackburn in an inter¬ 
view with The Canadian Press. 

“It’s not going to be just 
something off the cufiF.” 

Blackburn and her family 
had a one-hour audience with 


Montana Cov. Brian Schweitzer 
at his office in Helena in which 
they pleaded for Smith’s life. 
Smith had a clemency hearing 
earlier this year and the panel 
recommended it be denied. The 
final decision, however, rests 
with the governor. Schweitzer’s 
term in office runs out early 
next year. 

Smith and his fifiend Rod¬ 
ney Munro, both Canadians, 
were hitchhiking in Montana 
in 1982 when &ey caught a 
ride with Harvey Madman Jr. 
and Thomas Running Rabbit, 
both members of the Blackfeet 
Nation in Montana. Drunk and 


high on drugs, the Canadian 
men marched Madman and 
Rimning Rabbit into the woods 
and shot and stabbed them to 
death. 

Smith, originally from Red 
Deer, rejected a plea deal and 
asked for the death penalty be¬ 
fore later changing his mind. 
Mumo pleaded guilty to aggra¬ 
vated kidnapping and was re¬ 
turned to Canada and released 
from jail in 1998. 

Blackburn says Schweitzer 
told Smith’s family that he was 
undecided, but didn’t think it 
was fair for Smith to be exe¬ 
cuted when Mimro was paroled 


and free to live his life in Can¬ 
ada. He also indicated Smith 
may be a different man. 

“He was jotting notes while 
we were talking. I couldn’t read 
aU of them — there was just the 
one I could read very well and 
that was the word fair,” said 
Blackburn. 

“You could see that word fair 
— his eyes kept going back to 
it and going back to it and he’s 
really struggling with this. He is 
a man who is going to do what 
he wants, what he feels is right. 
I don’t think anyone could force 
him one way or another.” 

In an interview with The 
Canadian Press last month, 
Munro broke 30 years of silence 
and credited Smith with saving 
his life. He said he was given a 
plea deal and allowed to come 
home because Smith admitted 
to the murders.

Regime, rebels fight for 
control of commercial hub 


Syria. Opposition 
calls for international 
support, regime blames 
Muslim countries 
for destruction 


Syrian tanks and artillery 
pounded rebel-held neighbour¬ 
hoods in the commercial hub 


of Aleppo on Simday in a bid 
to retake control as President 
Bashar Assad’s regime accused 
regional powerhouses Saudi 
Arabia, Qatar and Turkey of try¬ 
ing to destroy the country. 

Activists say opposition 
fighters control large swathes 
of territoiy across Syria’s largest 
city. The government has been 
struggling for a week to beat 
back their assault and stem the 


tide of recent rebel advances in 
the civil war. 

The head of the main oppos¬ 
ition group, the Syrian National 
Coimcil, called for internation¬ 
al help in arming the rebels to 
face the regime’s heavy weap¬ 
onry, particularly tanks. 

“If the international com¬ 
munity cannot act, they should 
support the opposition with 
anti-tanks missiles and anti¬ 


aircraft rockets,” Abdel Basset 
Sida told the Gulf News during 
a stopover in Abu Dhabi. “We 
seek international supporters 
to arm our uprising against the 
regime.” 

Saudi Arabia and Qatar 
have expressed willingness to 
help fund the rebels and they 
are believed to be funnelling 
money through Turkey to the 
opposition, which is using it to 


purchase arms and equipment. 

Syrian Foreign Minister 
Walid al-Moallem railed against 
interference by the region’s 
Sunni powers. He accused 
them of supporting the rebels 
at the behest of Israel. 

“Israel is the mastermind of 
all in this crisis,” he said during 
a joint news conference in Teh¬ 
ran with his Iranian coimter- 
part. THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 


Two bombings and a drive- 
by shooting Simday killed 
seven Iraqi police in a former 
al-Qaida stronghold in the 
western part of the country, 
authorities said, another sign 
of the militants’ resurgence. 

The attacks before dawn 
around the city of Fallujah 
also wounded nine police. 
They come a week after the 
leader of al-Q^da in Iraq an¬ 
nounced a deadly campaign to 
reclaim parts of the country 
the Sunni insurgency was 
forced to leave before the 
U.S. military pulled out last 
December. 

After the attacks Sunday, 
security forces sealed off all 
roads leading into Fallujah 
and imposed a curfew on the 
city, 65 kilometres west of 
Baghdad. 

Officials said two explo- 
sives-packed cars blew up 
within a few minutes of each 
other in Fallujah and the near¬ 
by village of Karma as security 
patrols drove by, killing three 
policemen. Fifteen minutes 
later, a gang of gunmen fired 
on a Karma police station, kill¬ 
ing four. The gunmen escaped. 

The casualties were con¬ 
firmed by local hospital offi¬ 
cials. All spoke on condition of 
anonymity because they were 
not authorized to release the 
information to reporters. 

Al-Qaida in Iraq is seeking 
to make a comeback in Anbar 
and other Sunni areas, launch¬ 
ing dozens of deadly attacks 
in the days since last week¬ 
end’s statement by Islamic 
State of Iraq leader Abu Bakr 
al-Baghdadi that the mifitant 
group would push back into 
its former strongholds.

Epidemic? Mysterious 
illness has afflicted 
3,000 children in 
Uganda; communities 
and scientists are 
looking for answers 


Augustine Languna’s eyes 
welled up and then his voice 
failed as he recalled the 
drowning death of his 16-year- 
old daughter. The women 
near him looked away, re¬ 
spectfully avoiding the kind of 
raw emotion the head of the 
family rarely displayed. 

“What is traumatizing us,” 
he said after regaining his 
composure, “is that the well 
where she died is where we 
still go for drinking water.” 

Joyce Labol was found dead 
about three years ago. As she 
bent low to fetch water from 
a pond a half mile from Lan¬ 
guna’s compound of thatched 
huts, an uncontrollable spasm 
overcame her. The teen was 
one of more than 300 young 
Ugandans who have died as 
a result of the mysterious ill¬ 
ness that is afflicting more 
and more children across 
northern Uganda and in pock¬ 
ets of South Sudan.

head disease, because those 
who have it nod their heads 
and sometimes go into epi¬ 
leptic-like fits. The disease 
stunts children’s growth 
and destroys their cognition, 
rendering them unable to 
perform small tasks. Some 
victims don’t recognize their 
own parents. 

Ugandan officials say some 
3,000 children in the East Af¬ 
rican country suffer from the 
affliction. Some caregivers 
even tie nodding s 3 mdrome 
children up to trees so that 
they don’t have to monitor 
them every minute of the day. 

Scientists are working to 
find the cause of the disease, 
which is stretching health¬ 
care capacities in Uganda and 
testing the patience of a com¬ 


munity looking for answers 
as to why it attacks mostly 
children between the ages of 
5 and 15, why it’s concentrat¬ 
ed in certain communities, 
and whether it is contagious. 

The U.S. Centers for Dis¬ 
ease Control and Prevention, 
which has been investigat¬ 
ing nodding s 3 mdrome at 
the request of the Ugandan 
government, has ruled out 
36 possible causes since 2009 
and is carr 3 dng out a clinical 
trial for potential treatments. 
In mid-February the lead in¬ 
vestigator said on a visit to 
Uganda that there is now 
“clear evidence that this is an 
epidemic” about which very 
little is known. 

Researchers are focusing 
on the connection between 
nodding syndrome and the 
parasite that causes river 
blindness, said Scott Dowell, 
director of CDC’s Division of 
Global Disease Detection and 
Emergency Response. 

But it is not yet clear 
there are any links. On¬ 
chocerciasis, or river blind¬ 
ness, has been around for a 
long time, but nodding syn¬ 
drome is somewhat new, he 
said. “And we also know that 
there are many parts of the 
world that have onchocer¬ 
ciasis but have no evidence 
of nodding syndrome.”

Tens of thousands of people, 
including teachers and par¬ 
ents pushing strollers, took 
to Hong Kong streets Sun¬ 
day to protest the upcom¬ 
ing introduction of Chinese 
patriotism classes they fear 
will lead to brainwashing, 
the latest sign of growing 
discomfort over Beijing’s in¬ 
fluence in the semi-autono¬ 
mous territory. 

Students and pro-democ¬ 
racy activists were among 


those who marched to the 
Hong Kong government’s 
headquarters to protest the 
new curriculum, which au¬ 
thorities are encouraging 
schools to begin using when 
classes resume in September. 

They fear the classes will 
be used to brainwash chil¬ 
dren into supporting China’s 
Communist Party. The gov¬ 
ernment has denied that and 
says they are aimed at build¬ 
ing Chinese national pride. 

The controversy flared up 
after reports emerged that 
pro-Beijing groups published 
a booklet for use in classes 
that extolled the virtues of 
one-party rule. 

The protest is the latest 
sign of growing discontent 
in Hong Kong over mainland 
China’s increasing influence 
15 years after the freewheel-

Quebec gearing up for summer election call 



Preparations were in full swing 
over the weekend for a possible 
Quebec election, with the par¬ 
ties unveihng new candidates, 
slogans and even a bus for a 
campaign that is all but offi¬ 
cially imderway. 

Premier Jean Charest took 
aim at the upstart Coalition 
For Quebec’s Future as he an- 
noimced three new candidates 
on Sunday, providing a glimpse 
at an issue he’ll hkely hammer 
away at in the coming weeks — 
the Coalition’s promise to put 
the issue of Quebec independ¬ 
ence on ice. 

The candidates were for¬ 


mer members of the Action 
democratique du Quebec, 
which was absorbed by the 
Coahtion earher this year. 
One candidate said she didn’t 
want to run for the new party, 
headed by former Parti Quebe- 
cois cabinet minister Francois 
Legault, because he remained a 
sovereigntist at heart. 

Legault’s Coalition wants 
to set aside the independence 
question for 10 years, but he’s 
been dogged by critics who 
say he should take a clearer 
position on the question. 
Kamal Lutfl, one the party’s 
own former candidates, made 


headlines this week when he 
called on Legault to get off 
the fence on an issue funda¬ 
mental to Quebec politics. 

In his three election victor¬ 
ies, Charest has used similar 
tactics against the PQ. He has 
repeatedly attacked the party 
for hiding its plans to break up 
Canada as soon as it’s elected. 

Legault was also busy Sun¬ 
day, announcing two new 
candidates, along with his 
campaign slogan and a bus. 

“We know Premier Charest 
decided to call an election in 
summer because he doesn’t 
want a discussion,” he said.

Opinion polls show the 
Coalition in a distant third 
behind the Liberals and 
the PQ. But the Coalition is 
expected to play an import¬ 
ant role in any outcome and 
could split the vote with Lib¬ 
erals, costing Charest’s party 
seats in some ridings.

The RCMP criminal intel¬ 
ligence assessment, focusing 
on Canadian waters, cites po¬ 
tential dangers from environ¬ 
mental activists to offshore 
oil platforms and hazardous 
marine shipments. 

The report drew a sharp 
dismissal from Greenpeace — 
a prominent environmental 
group singled out in the docu¬ 
ment — which suggested it 
could simply be an effort by 


security authorities to tell the 
Harper government what it 
wants to hear. 

The Canadian Press ob¬ 
tained a heavily censored 
copy of the September 2011 
threat assessment of marine- 
related issues under the Ac¬ 
cess to Information Act. 

“The Canadian law en¬ 
forcement and security in¬ 
telligence community have 
noted a growing radicalized 
environmentalist faction 
within Canadian society that 


is opposed to Canada’s energy 
sector policies,” says the re¬ 
port. 

“Greenpeace is opposed 
to the development of Gan- 
ada’s Arctic region, as well as 
Ganada’s offshore petroleum 
industry.” 

Yossi Gadan, campaigns 
director for Greenpeace Gan- 
ada, said while group mem¬ 
bers sometimes trespass on 
private property to make 
their point, the group shuns 
violence.

Free tickets help fill 
early Olympic events 


Local students and troops 
are getting free tickets to the 
London Games after blocks 
of prime seats were left emp¬ 
ty at some of the Ol 3 mipic 
venues, organizing chief Se¬ 
bastian Goe said Sunday. 

Goe responded to criticism 
after the first full day of com¬ 
petition by predicting that 
seats left unused, largely by 
Ol 3 mipics and sports officials, 
will stop being an issue as the 
Games move through the pre¬ 
liminary rounds. 

“It is obvious, some of 
those seats are not being used 
in the early rounds so that’s 
why we put the military in 
there. That’s why we have stu¬ 
dents and teachers in there,” 
Goe said at a briefing.

Ol 5 mipic sponsors, whom 
he had earlier promised to 
“name and shame” if they 
did not use their allocations. 

Sponsors including Goca- 
Gola and Visa defended 
how they used their quotas, 
which amount to eight per 
cent of the 8.8-million avail¬ 
able tickets, Goe said. 

The issue is sensitive for 
Ol 3 mipics organizers and fans 
after hundreds of thousands 
of people failed to get tickets 
in an initial pubhc ballot.

The only reason it didn’t 
survive is that it was not 
promoted and explained 
to our youth and all the 
newcomers to our city. It 
didn’t die a natural death; 
it was killed by a lack of 
effort on the part of the city 
and Northlands to keep it 
vibrant and relevant as the 
city grew and changed. 

If Northlands thinks 
renaming the annual event 
is going to get national attention that enables it to draw 
larger and larger crowds a la the Stampede, it’s sorely 
mistaken. 

The problem with the event is that it lacks soul and 
focus. If nothing but the name changes, the lack of 
engagement of Edmontonians will continue and in a few 
more years we will again be looking at another name 
change. 

It had been a while since I had gone to the event. (I say 
event because I am not sure quite what to call it. It seems 
to be neither fish nor fowl.) The first thing I encountered 
was a 20-minute lineup for tickets. 

Surely there has to be a better way to get people into 
the grounds than the way Northlands is currently using. 
Even people who already had tickets were left to languish 
in line before someone came along and told them they 
could go directly to the turnstiles. Definitely not the way 
to increase business. 

Once inside, I was confronted with the same things 
I saw the first time I went 35 years ago. If the rides, 
hucksters, tired games and the purveyors of really bad 
food were removed, there would be virtually nothing to 
look at. Northlands needs to do a whole lot more than 
change the name of the event. It needs to rethink what it 
is meant to be in the 21st century.

In the original Philip K. Dick 
story, the main character 
is more of an everyman, 
something Arnold Schwarz¬ 
enegger couldn’t really pull 
off. 

That was really a focus of 
what I wanted to do with the 
character. 

At least for me, when I saw 
Total Recall in high school, I 
was going to go see an Ar¬ 
nold Schwarzenegger movie.

ter from the beginning, so I 
was really wanting to create a 
character that felt a bit more 
accessible just as an every¬ 
man that turned into a super¬ 
spy so that you could have 
more of that change.
